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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement

Claim Objections 

Claims 6-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: First in 
claim 6 line 6 fixing means is misspelled fixing mans. Second it is unclear if the fixing 
means are meant to be a single means or plural means. Claim 6 states that the means 
are mobile with the first plate, connected to what was assumed to be the monitor,(see 
objection below), and spaced one from another, which was assumed to mean the fixing 


means was spaced from the first plate, as this was the best understanding of the 
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invention by the examiner. A clearer claiming of the location and structure of the fixing 
means is required. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: First the sentence 
"Wall support of a thin TV set, screen and monitor" is unclear because it is not clear if 
the wall support is for all three simultaneously. Second the fixing means and arms are 
later described in reference to said TV set screen or monitor, which is part of an 
intended use statement and was not a part of the claimed invention, and as such could 
not be used to define parts of the claimed invention. For the purposes of examination it 
was assumed that the fixing means and arms were adapted of for connecting to said TV 
set, screen or monitor. Third in claim 6 it is unclear if the arms are being claimed, as 
written the claims recite a space for said arms, but fails to positively claim said arms. 
For the purposes of examination it was assumed that the arms were a part of the 
claimed invention as this is what was intended to the best of the examiner's 
understanding of the claimed invention. Also in claim 6, the term "opposite arrangement 
with respect to the first arm" as defining the arrangement of the second arm is unclear, 
as it is not known what the opposite arrangement would comprise. For the purposes of 
examination it was assumed that the Arms were attached at opposite sides of the plate 
and for attaching to the TV set. Also in line 16 of claim 6 it appears that the word and 
should be placed before alternatively. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: the term 
rotate under control appears to mean controlled rotation and was interpreted as such. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claims 9 and 10 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
the terms "whereto they may be blocked" and "block them" are unclear. For the 
purposes of examination it was assumed that they meant the fixing means were held in 
a position. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims depend from claim 7 which states that 
the fixing means or in a second plate articulated on the free ends of the arms, however 
both claims 8 and 9 place the fixing means on different elements, which render the 
claims indefinite as it is unclear where the fixing means are actually located. For the 
purposes of examination it was assumed that the claims both depended from claim 6 
and claim 9 was written to claim a second plate with out the lack of antecedent basis. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following claim rejections are made in view of the above claim interpretations 
of the objections and 112 rejection section, and represent the examiner's best 
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understanding of the claimed invention. Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gombrich et al(US004814759). In regards to 
claims 6 and 10, and referring to figure 4, Gombrich teaches a support for monitor 
comprising a first plate(12) adapted to be fixed to a wall, fixing means(42,70,74) for 
connecting to said monitor, and two horizontal arms(32) in opposite arrangement 
whereby the monitor can rotate horizontally and about two vertical axis passing by the 
articulation points of the end of the arms. In regards to claim 7, the fixing means(74,70) 
are located on a second plate(24) articulated on the free ends of said arms. In regards 
to claims 8 and 9 fixing means on the opposite ends of arms(60,64,62) are connected to 
a third plate or flat element(56) connected to the second plate by said arms, including 
the lower of the arms(64).
